Dr. Carl R. Wasmuth, Jenny 
Ladd, and Charles Harding re¬ 
presented The University of 
Tennessee Martin Eranchatthe 
Western Region meeting of the 
Tennessee Academy of Science 
Collegiate Division at Memphis 
State University recently. 

While at the meeting they 
presented a paper concerning 
methods they used for gaining 
certain useful Information con¬ 
cerning hydroxymethanesul- 
finlc acid. The sodium salt of 
this acid Is a compound used 
In the dye and plastic Industries. 
The hydroxymethanesulflnlc 
acid ionizes to form a singly 
charged form and a doubly 
charged form and a Beckman 
Ultraviolet Spectrophotometer 
can be used to determine the 
percentage of each ion present. 

By so doing the character¬ 
istics of the acid In a par¬ 
ticular reaction can be pre¬ 
determined. Through their ef¬ 
forts the group was able to de¬ 
termine the second acid dis¬ 
sociation constant of the acid. 

The Beckman UV Spectro¬ 
photometer and a Beckman Mo¬ 
del "G” pH Meter were ob¬ 
tained by UTMB last summer
